82nd  Commencement

Delta  State  University  held  its  82nd  commencement 
on  May  9,  2009.  The  spring  commencement 
exercises  awarded  477  degrees — two  doctoral 
degrees,  nine  educational  specialist  degrees,  126 
master's  degrees,  and  340  bachelor's  degrees. 
The  keynote  speaker  for  the  ceremony  was 
Aubrey  Patterson,  a  member  of  the  Mississippi 
Institutions  of  fligher  Learning  Board  of  Trustees. 
Patterson  encouraged  the  graduates  that  the  key 
to  becoming  a  world-leading  economic  power  in 
a  high-tech  world  is  education,  but  saying  that 
education  is  a  priority  is  not  enough.  As  Americans, 
we  have  to  moke  the  needed  resources  available 
for  our  future  generations  to  keep  them  at  the  top 
of  the  world's  leading  economy. 

Also  during  the  commencement.  President  John 
Hilpert  hooded  Dr.  Robert  L.  Elliott,  presenting  him 
with  the  university's   highest   honor — on   honorary 


Doctor  of  Science  degree.  Delta  State  extends 
these  honorary  degrees  to  individuals  who  hove 
made  noteworthy  and  commendable  contributions 
to  the  university.  Dr.  Elliot,  along  with  his  wife  Dr. 
Mary  Elliot,  started  the  Elliot  Program  of  Excellence 
for  undergraduates  here  at  Delta  State.  This 
program  allows  researchers,  faculty,  and  students 
to  come  together  to  explore  the  advances  being 
mode  in  science.  This  program  embraces  three 
different  areas;  The  Elliot-Nowell-White  Symposium, 
Research  Fellowship  Program,  and  the  Elliot  Scholars 
Program.  With  this  program,  Elliott  wants  to  "light 
a  fire  in  today's  students  in  the  some  manner  that 
a  fire  was  lit  in  me  by  those  who  influenced  my 
life  when  I  was  a  student  here  at  Delta  State 
University."  Elliott  told  the  graduates  to  be  proud 
of  their  degrees,  and  that  they  could  compete  with 
the  best  from  anywhere.

Campus  cleanups,  Constitution  week,  and  Homecoming  week 
ore  only  o  few  of  the  many  programs  that  the  SGA  sponsors.  The  SGA  allows  its 
officers  to  showcase  their  leadership  skills  through  leading  our  campus  in  becoming 
more  involved  in  every  ospect  of  Delta  Stote.  The  President  of  SGA  is  the  Chief 
Executive  Officer  and  is  the  official  representative  of  the  Delta  State  student  body. 
The  Vice  President  serves  as  the  President  of  the  Senate  and  is  given  the  duty 
of  keeping  the  constitution  and  election  code  current.  The  Treasurer  is  responsible 
for  oil  SGA  funds  and  the  monthly  financial  account  of  all  budgets,  in  addition 
to  submitting  this  information  to  the  cabinet  and  assisting  in  the  preporotion  of  all 
budgets.

A  Delta  State  tradition

On  Wednesday,  February  25,  2009,  Delta 
State  took  a  group  of  35  students  to  the  capitol 
in  Jackson  to  meet  and  converse  with  the  state's 
legislators  and  to  watch  from  the  upstairs  hlouse 
gallery  and  listen  to  the  discussions  the  legislators 
had  while  in  session.  This  tradition  of  Delta  States 
has  continued  since  the  1980s.  Linda  Ross,  the 
Student  Government  Association  advisor,  describes 
Brown  bag,  "a  day  when  a  group  of  students  go 
to  the  capitol  to  talk  to  the  legislators  and  tell  them 
about  Delta  States  needs."  Delta  State  students 
are  given  the  chance  to  apply  to  attend  this 
event  and  most  of  those  who  apply  get  accepted 
and  participate.  The  students  bring  lunch  for  the 
legislators  and  converse  with  them  one-on-one.  This 
year  at  Brown  Bog  approximately  70  legislators 
come  to  speak  with  the  students.   The  main  purpose 


of  this  day  is  for  students  to  lobby  the  legislators 
so  they  will  know  the  needs  of  the  students  and 
know  what  is  important  for  them  to  continue  their 
education.  During  this  time  of  economic  crunch, 
the  students  told  the  legislators  of  their  need  for 
supplies,  tuition,  and  building  funds;  they  also  asked 
about  where  the  money  allotted  to  Delta  State  has 
gone.  As  Ross  stated,  "Who  better  than  a  student 
con  tell  a  legislator  what  they  need?  The  legislators 
are  going  to  listen  to  the  voters  who  put  them  in 
office."  Delta  State  University  is  one  of  only  a  few 
universities  that  still  participates  in  Brown  Bag,  and 
it  has  shown  its  successes  through  years.  This  is  a 
great  opportunity  for  students  voices  to  be  heard 
and  for  legislators  to  connect  to  the  generation  that 
is  the  future  of  this  country.

The  Cleveland  Community

The  town  of  Cleveland,  MS,  has  come  a  long  v^'oy 
since  its  founding  in  1869.  Best  known  as  the  home  of 
the  DSU  Fighting  Okro  and  the  Blues,  it  was  recently 
recognized  as  one  of  the  100  Best  Small  Towns  of 
America."  To  on  outsider  passing  through,  the  area 
might  appear  to  be  just  another  old  town  on  a  flat 
Delta  landscape.  However,  take  a  detour  down 
Shorpe  Street  past  rows  of  shops  and  restaurants, 
or  attend  one  of  the  locol  festivals,  and  you  will  see 
where  it  got  its  title  as  the  Cultural  Capitol  of  the 
Delta." 

Cleveland  s  biggest  annual  event  is  the  Crosstie 
and  Jazz  Festival.  This  happens  every  yeor  under  the 
oaks  of  the  Bolivar  County  Courthouse.  There,  all  the 
local  artists  display  their  paintings,  sculptures,  pottery, 
handmade  furniture,  jewelry,  etc.  All  the  while,  local 
entertainment  plays  in  the  background. 

Another  Clevelond  tradition  is  the  Itolion  Festival. 
Gory  Goinspoletti,  co-chair  of  the  Italian  Festival, 
soys  that,  "The  Mississippi  Delta  has  such  a  rich  Italian 
heritage,   we   ore   really   inspired   to  celebrote   that 


great  tradition."  Activities  such  as  cooking  lessons, 
grape  stomping,  and  a  spaghetti  gravy  contest  are 
held. 

In  addition  to  festivals,  Cleveland  also  offers  a 
variety  of  unique  restaurants  and  shops  to  check  out. 
Whether  you  ore  in  the  mood  for  a  grilled  chicken 
salad,  a  chicken  ponini,  or  some  homemade  fried 
chicken,  Cleveland  has  it  oil.  Stroll  up  the  brick-paved 
sidewalks  to  see  the  renovated  warehouses  and 
antique  buildings  mode  into  restourants,  small  cafes, 
and  authentic  downtown  diners. 

hlowever,  we  cannot  forget  the  true  history  of 
Cleveland  -  the  Blues,  formed  along  ol  FHighwoy  61, 
Still  very  present  in  the  town  today,  you  will  find  it 
ot  a  number  of  the  local  hangouts.  Overall,  the  town 
has  kept  the  music  olive  and  even  incorporated  on 
artsy  feel.  With  its  unique  restaurants,  home-cooking, 
fun  festivals,  friendly  folks,  safe  atmosphere,  and 
musical  roots,  we  con  certainly  see  how  it  would  have 
developed  the  name,  'Cultural  Capitol  of  the  Delta."

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Ten  Years  Back

Over  the  past  10  years.  Delta  State  has  changed  significantly,  and  mostly  for  the  better.  Some  of 
these  changes  ore  apparent,  while  others  may  not  be  so  obvious.  Let's  dig  into  the  past  to  see  what  some  of 
those  changes  ore. 

Ten  years  ago,  the  enrollment  at  the  university  was  3,430 — 634  students  fewer  students  than  today's 
enrollment. 

An  overwhelming  majority  of  the  students  were  from  the  surrounding  Bolivar  County  and  there  were 
little-to-no  students  from  states  in  the  Midwest. 

There  were  residence  halls  that  many  students  today  would  be  unfamiliar  with,  such  as  Woolfolk, 
Stadium,  Bond-Carpenter  and  Whittington-Williams.  New  Men's  Residence  Hall  didn't  even  exist  yet. 

In  1999,  Mississippi  dorm  residents  paid  an  overage  of  $5,326  in  tuition  and  fees.  A  transcript 
was  only  $4,  compared  to  todoy's  $7.  In  the  spring  of  2000,  597  students  graduated  with  undergraduate 
degrees  from  Delto  State. 

Yet,  the  best  way  to  find  compare  Delta  State  ten  years  ago  is  to  ask  someone  who  was  there. 
According  to  Dr.  Kent  Wyatt,  former  president  of  the  University,  the  biggest  chonge  at  Delta  State  is  the 
budget  cuts.  He  explains,  "We  used  to  say  that  state  institutes  are  state  supported:  now  they  ore  just  state 
assisted."  Wyatt  soys  the  percentage  of  the  cost  of  going  to  school  has  declined  significantly  since  he  retired 
ten  years  ago.  "Students  today  ore  paying  more  for  their  education,"  he  says. 

Wyatt  also  notes  academic  changes.  According  to  Wyott,  "A  major  growth  area  has  been  online 
education"  He  says  President  Hilbert  has  taken  o  leadership  role  in  seeing  the  online  education  expand.  Wyatt 
says  he  has  seen  the  School  of  Nursing,  as  well  as  the  Commercial  Aviation  program,  grow  significantly. 

Technologically,  he  also  notes  the  expansion  in  computers.  "Ten  years  ago,  we  didn't  hove  all  the 
computers  present  we  hove  now.  Thot's  o  tremendous  change,"  he  says. 

That  brings  to  topic  the  1999  website.  Compared  with  today's  advances,  the  Delta  State  website  ten 
years  ago  is  ancient.  It  had  very  few  pictures,  no  creativity  and  was  very  basic  Maybe  it  was  advanced  for 
its  time,  but  just  looking  at  it  can  easily  gives  you  o  headache.  You  can  look  through  the  entire  website  in  five 
minutes  flat — no  joke. 

According  to  Wyatt,  facilities  at  Delta  State  hove  also  improved.  He  says  the  Delta  Music  Institute 
has  been  a  great  new  oddition,  as  well  as  the  Baioni  Conference  Center  in  Broom,  and-  of  course,  Kent  Wyatt 
Hall. 

Wyatt  soys  there  hove  been  many  changes  in  the  athletic  program  also.  He's  seen  the  men  and 
women's  soccer  progroms  added  and  many  other  sports  available  to  women  that  weren't  previously  offered. 
He  also  notes  that  athletics  has  been  highly  successful  over  the  last  ten  years,  with  national  championships  in 
football  and  baseball.  "We  previously  tried  to  compete  only  within  our  conference,  now  we  compete  for  the 
notional  championships,"  he  says. 

Wyatt  soys  many  faculty  members  from  his  time  os  president  have  retired.  "They  were  responsible  for 
the  academic  quality  Delta  State  is  know  for,  but  hove  been  replaced  with  other  outstanding  faculty  members" 
he  says. 

According  to  Wyatt,  one  thing  that  hasn't  changed  is  the  quality  of  education  offered  at  Delta  State. 
"Thot's  the  reason,  ten  years  later,  we  continue  to  attract  good  students"

Tfiis  pilot  program 
is  funded  througfi  a  $700,000  grant  by  Blue  Cross  & 
Blue  Sfiield  of  Mississippi  Foundation.  Delta  State  is  taking 
on  tfiis  challenge  to  help  the  program  get  started  and 
to  eventually  get  the  program  on  all  college  campuses 
and  communities  statewide.  John  Hilpert,  DSU  President 
soys,  "This  is  on  exciting  opportunity  for  Delta  State  and 
Cleveland,  and  we  believe  we  will  make  a  difference  in 
the  lives  of  the  people  who  study,  work,  and  live  here." 
Healthy  Campus  is  an  amazing  way  to  showcase  Delta 
State's  true  heart  and  to  show  people  statewide  that  our 
school  is  not  one  to  overlook.  The  grant  has  four  major 
obiectives:  to  provide  for  the  infusion  of  health  curricula  in 
pre-service  teacher  and  leadership  programs,  as  well  as 
health  related  components  in  the  school  district  curriculum;  to 
provide  a  comprehensive  Delta  State  fHeolth  and  Wellness 
Center:  to  establish  a  healthy  campus/P-12  environment; 
and  to  provide  ongoing  health  information,  screenings,  and 
educational  venues  for  the  purpose  of  creating  a  healthy 
campus  culture.  This  program  has  already  broken  down 


barriers  for  students,  faculty,  and  community  members, 
allowing  them  the  chance  to  become  healthier.  There  are 
several  ways  to  get  involved  with  this  program;  take  a  fitness 
class,  get  nutritional  counseling,  ploy  intramurols,  or  take 
on  adventure  with  the  Outdoor  Program.  Already,  there 
are  407  members  enrolled  in  the  DSU  hiealth  Challenge. 
Many  ore  enrolled  in  classes  such  as  Cordio  Funk,  Yoga, 
Extreme  Fitness,  and  Beginning  Fitness.  This  program  also 
offers  the  opportunity  for  a  personal  training  program  to 
be  written.  The  only  way  to  get  a  healthy  campus  and 
community  and  to  moke  this  program  excel  is  to  get  involved 
and  stay  active.  Several  organizations  on  campus  hove 
already  pined  the  challenge  and  ore  looking  for  ways 
to  better  our  campus,  not  |ust  to  be  physically  healthy 
but  to  hove  an  overall  health.  The  program  identifies  ten 
health  indicators;  physical  activity,  overweight  and  obesity, 
tobacco  use,  substance  abuse,  responsible  sexual  behavior, 
mental  health,  injury  and  violence,  environmental  quality, 
immunization,  and  access  to  health  core.  Through  the  money 
allotted  to  this  program.  Delta  State  aspires  to  meet  every 
need  to  make  sure  everyone  in  the  Clevelond  community 
is  knowledgeable  on  all  ten  of  these  areas.

The  12th  ranked  Delta  State  University  women's  basketball  team  was  voted 

to  finish  atop  the  Gulf  South  Conference  for  the  2008-09  seasons  by  the 

league  coaches  in  the  pre-seoson  poll.  The  Lady  Statesmen,  33-1  last  season 

and  winners  of  three  consecutive  GSC  titles,  were  voted  for  the  fourth 

straight  year  to  take  home  the  crown  despite  the  loss  of  four  mainstay 

starters.  Delta  State  received  nine  of  a  possible  15  votes  for  the  overall 

champion;  five  were  first  place  votes,  the  most  of  any  school  in  the  West 

Division.   With  a  record  of  10-5  overall  and  0-0  GSC,  the  Lady  Statesmen 

began  the  quest  for  their  fourth-straight  Gulf  South  Conference  title  January 

10  against   the  Lady  Tigers  (10-3)  of  Ouachita  Baptist  University.   The  Lady 

Statesmen,  forming  one  of  the  nation's  toughest  defenses,  defeated  OBU 

Lady  Tigers  in  a  strong  match  up  with  65-60  as  the  final.  The  victory  was 

the  28th  straight  for  the  Lady  Statesmen  at  home,  dating  back  to  the  2005- 

2006  season,  improving  to  11-5  overall  and  1-0  in  the  GSC.  Once  again 

the  Lady  Statesmen  dominated  in  a  59-45  victory  over  Arkonsos-Monticello 

January  15.  The  win  extended  their  home  winning  streak  to  29  games,  and 

26  consecutive  victories  in  Gulf  South  Conference.  Delta  State  improved  to 

12-5  and  2-0  in  GSC  and  are  pursuing  further  wins,  a  fourth  straight  GSC 

title,  and  the  coveted  National  Championship. 
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Men's  Basketball 


Ending  their  2007-2008  season  with  a  win  over  Henderson  State  and 
a  record  of  14-2  overall  and  8-6  in  the  Gulf  South  Conference,  the 
Statesmen  are  determined  to  make  the  2008-2009  season  a  success. 
Starting  off  the  season  right  with  a  strong  record  of  10-3,  the  Statesmen 
began  GSC  play  in  January,  In  the  36th  all-time  meeting,  the  Statesmen 
emerged  with  a  win  over  Ouachita  Baptist  at  home.    Despite  a  strong 
battle  in  the  second  half,  the  Statesmen  failed  to  secure  o  win  against 
their  next  opponent,  the  University  of  Arkonsos-Monticello  Boll  Weevils. 
]]-4  in  the  season  and  l-l  in  GSC,  the  Statesmen  are  currently  on  their 
quest  for  a  seventh  GSC  championship.
